CU.erilla units that are without knowledge of military government should ho 

loaned a couple of eadree to drill them in actual war games, as apprentices 
are trained in handicrafts. 
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Another method is to Sfmd a cadre with jailitary training out 


among the people to csTiy on political worlc and take advantage of. the arms the;.t 
the people hsive to organlae guerilla, inaits. frequently an enterprising 


cadre will be able to organiise a sizaable ijierllla unit in a month or two. 


A man with leadership ability will be able to gather about him defeated 


soldiers, militia menj and people’s troops, and v/hip them into an effective 


imit, 'fhera are many opporturrlties for the able and experienced ca.dre to 


organise guerilla units in the territory occupied by the Japanese.

Guerilla imitf^ tend to expand into regulvar troop units, and it is 


important that sucni \mits do become 'VvOll organlssd. Guerlll?! unite should 


not employ the draft to secure recruits, bxxt should raobillze positivists 
from among the pf^ojjle and orguni£e a part ion of them into reg'^flar troopjs to 


be supported by guerills.s as reserves.
